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T h o H e r c u le s o f N e w Y o r k . 
Now York can boast of a man far superior 
iii physical strength to the great French 
athlete at Barnum's, who is said to be the 
stro n g er man in the world. Thia New Yorker 
is Mr. Patrick Kelly, a liquor dealer in Front 
street. 
A few days ago a Sun reporter who had 
beard of the extraordinary strength of Mr. 
Kelly, visited his saloon. 
The first thing that 
attracted the reporter’s attention on entering 
the place was a collection of huge dumb-bells 
lying on the floor in a corner of the barroom. 
The heaviest of these bells weighs 204 |K)und.». 
Anxious to see the giant who amused himself 
with such toys, the reporter looked around, 
but saw no giant. 
He noticed, however, a 
very fine looking man, in his shirt sleeves, 
conversing pleasantly with his friends. 
He 
turned out to be the Kelly the reporter was 
looking for. 
He is about thirty years of age, 
with regular features, and u well shaped 
head, to which the great breadth of his 
shoulders gives a somewhat sm all appearance 
—a peculiarity iii the figures of ail very 
strong men, and one which has been re­ 
marked iu some famous statues. 
He is 
about five feet ten inches in height, and 
weighs over 200 pounds. 
From head to foot 
there is not a particle of loose flesh on Hie 
man's body. 
His arm is perhaps more mus­ 
cular than that of any living man. 
Iu thick­ 
ness it reaches the extraordinary m easure­ 
ment of 17 3-4 inches. 
Tho biceps and tri­ 
ceps stand out In immense knobs and folds, 
and at the slightest movement of the small 
and solid band, seem actually to roll lo waves 
under the white skin. 
To take hold of that 
arm produces a strange sensation. 
It is so 
hard that under the sleevo of the shirt it feels 
like a block of wood. 
His legs. too have the 
same extraordinary muscular development. 
In fact the man is all muscle. 
Kelly was born in Ireland, and came to this 
country several years ago with his parents. 
His father when young was also. a wonder­ 
fully powerful man, aud his mother is perhaps 
the strongest woman in New York. 
It is not everybody who is able even to 
raise from the grouud tho large dumbbell of 
204 iKiunds. 
One evening some young fel­ 
lows went Into the saloon and commenced 
tugging at it. 
One complained that the 
place for (be hand was too large, and that 
consequently the weight slipped through his 
fingers. 
Another discovered that It would 
not come up because bis band was moist, 
and after putting sawdust on the hand he 
tried again, but that bell was still mean 
enough to stay on the floor. 
Then another 
gentleman tried, and could lift it with case 
only he had a sore wrist; and the last man of 
tho party could carry it to the City Hall lf be 
had no [lain in Ids back. 
The scene amused 
Kelly, and as lie is fond of a joke he called 
his motlier and told ber to take hold of that 
boll and show the gentlemen that an old 
woman was stronger than any one of them. 
Kite at first refused, but the son at laid coaxed 
her to lake the dumb-bell. 
She lifted It to 
the amazement of all I be men. 
Then Kelly 
himself took hold of tho weight, lifted it to 
his shoulder with case, and, continuing the 
motion, raised it over his bead and finally 
tossed it from one hand to the other. 
A short time since Mr. Kelly was crossing 
Hie Hamilton Ferry, and was insulted au l 
finally attacked by four roughs, who under­ 
took the perilous task of (logging him. 
He 
good liumoredty backed away from them at 
first, and skillfully parried all the blows I bat 
were aimed at him, telling bis assailants at 
Hic same time to keep oft ami not bother him. 
They kept up Hie attack, aud al last Kelly, 
losing patienae, kuockcd Diem all down by 
giving each a slap with his opeu band. 
They 
picked themselves up as best they could, aud 
looked ponied. 
One of them slipped bb 
band into his [locket suspiciously as if to 
draw a knife. 
Kelly walked up to bim, shook 
his fist in bis face, dared bim to draw bis 
.weapon, and promised to dash his brains out 
if lie tried it. 
The fellow did not try. 
He 
brought bis band empty out of bis pocket. 
Then Kelly quick as lightning seized him by 
the wrists, placet! one across the other, and 
beld both in one of his iron Hits, aud before 
lie had time to struggle, seized him by the 
belt with the other band ami flung bim more 
(ban half way to the ladies’ cabin. 
The man 
was more frightened than hurt, and as he got 
up ho was greeted with a roar of laughter, in 
which Kelly heartily joined. 
Some of the sporting fraternity tried to get 
Mr. Kelly into the ring, but he stoutly refused 
to lave anything to do with that institution. 
In conversation with (be reporter be said: 
"Whoever takes that fellow in Barnum's to be 
the strongest man in the world will make a 
great mistake.” 
Reporter—Don't you Hunk you can do just 
as much as be eau 7 
Mr. Kelly—I know I can do a great deal 
more., 
Mr. Kelly seems to regard bis great strength 
as a trouble to him; for, as be says, people 
are always bothering bim about it, and he 
would rather they would talk to bim about 
anything else; but lie is always polite with 
everybody; and although be is besieged with 
parties who come to 
foe! bis enormous 
muscles, he generally submits to the opera­ 
tion with a kind of good-natured resignation.

T h o H e r c u l e s o f N e w Y o r k . 
New York can boaat of a man far superior 
in physical strength to the great French 
athlete at Barnum’s, who is said to he the 
strongest man in the world. This New Yorker 
is Mr. Patrick Kelly, a liquor dealer in Front 
street. 
A few days ago a Suii reporter who had 
heard of the extraordinary strength of Mr. 
Kelly, visited his saloon. 
The first thing that 
attracted the reporter’s attention on entering 
the place was a collection of huge dumb-bells 
lying on the floor in a corner of the barroom. 
The heaviest of these hells weighs 204 pound?. 
Anxious to see the giant who amused himself 
with such toys, the reporter looked around, 
but saw no giant. 
He noticed, however, a 
very fine looking man, in his shirt sleeves, 
conversing pleasantly with h'13 friends. 
He 
turned out to be the Kelly the reporter was 
looking for. 
He is about thirty years of age, 
with regular features, and a well shaped 
head, to which the great breadth of his 
shoulders gives a somewhat -small appearance 
—a peculiarity in the figures of all very 
strong men, and one which has been re­ 
marked in some famous statues. 
He is 
about five feet ten inches in height, and 
weighs over 200 pounds. 
From head to foot 
there is not a particle of loose flesh on the 
man’s body. 
His arm is perhaps more mus­ 
cular than that of any living man. 
In thick­ 
ness it reaches the extraordinary measure­ 
ment of 17 3-4 inches. 
Tho biceps and tri­ 
ceps stand out in immense knobs and folds, 
and at the slightest movement of the small 
and solid hand, seem actually to roll in waves 
under the white skin. 
To take hold of that 
arm produces a strange sensation. 
It ¡3 so 
hard that under the sleeve of the shirt it feels 
like a block of wood. 
His legs, too have the 
same extraordinary muscular development. 
In fact the man is all muscle. 
Kelly was horn in Ireland, and came to this 
country several years ago with his parents. 
His father when young was also, a wonder­ 
fully powerful man, and his mother is perhaps 
the strongest woman in New Y’ork. 
It is not everybody who is able even to 
raise from the ground the large dumbbell of 
204 pounds. 
One evening some young fel­ 
lows went into the saloon and commenced 
tugging at it. 
One complained that the 
place for the hand was too large, and that 
consequently the weight slipped through hi3 
fingers. 
Another discovered that it would 
not come up because his hand was moist, 
and after putting sawdust on the hand he 
tried again, but that hell was still mean 
cnouglt to stay 011 the floor. 
Then another 
gentleman tried, and could lift it with case 
only he had a sore wrist; and the last man of 
the party could carry it to the City Hall if be 
had no pain in his hack. 
The scene amused 
Kelly, and as he is fond of a joke lie called 
his mother and told her to take hold of that 
boll and show the gentlemen that an old 
woman was stronger than any one of them. 
Khe at first refused, hut the son at last coaxed 
her to take the dumb-bell. 
She lifted it to 
the amazement of all the men. 
Then Kelly 
himself took hold of tho weight, lifted it to 
his shoulder with ease, and, continuing the 
motion, raised it over his head and finally 
tossed it from one hand to the other. 
A short time since Mr. Kelly was crossing 
the Hamilton Ferry, and was insulted and 
finally attacked by four roughs, who under­ 
took the perilous task of lloggiug him. 
He 
good luimoredly backed away from them at 
first, and skillfully parried all the blows that 
were aimed at him, telling his assailants at 
the same time to keep oil and not bother him. 
They kept up the attack, and at last Kelly, 
losing patien«e, knocked them all down by 
iving each a slap with his opeu hand. 
They 
picked themselves up as best they could, and 
looked puzzled. 
One of them slipped his 
band into his pocket suspiciously as if to 
draw a knife. 
Kelly walked up to him, shook 
his fist in his face, dared him to draw his 
weapon, and promised to daslt his brains out 
if he tried it. 
The fellow did not try. 
lie 
brought his hand empty out of his pocket. 
Then Kelly quick as lightning seized him by 
the wrists, placed 011c across the other, and 
held both in one of his iron lists, and before 
lie had time to struggle, seized him by the 
belt with I lie other hand aud flung him more 
than half way to the ladies’ cabin. 
The man 
was more frightened than hurt, and as lie got 
up he was greeted with a roar of laughter, in 
which Kelly heartily joined. 
Some of the sporting fraternity tried to get 
Mr. Kelly into the ring, but be stoutly refused 
to have anything to do with that institution. 
In conversation with the reporter he said: 
Whoever takes that fellow in Barnum’s to be 
the strongest man in the world will make a 
great mistake.” 
Reporter—Don’t you think you can do just 
as much as he can ? 
Mr. Kelly—I know I can do a great deal 
more., 
Mr. Kelly seems to regard bis great strength 
a3 a trouble to him; for, as he says, people 
are always bothering him about it, and he 
would rather they would talk to him about 
anything else; but he is always polite with 
everybody; and although ho is besieged with 
parties who come to 
feel bis enormous 
muscles, he generally submits to the opera­ 
tion with a kind of good-natured resignation.

“ short flush ” oftener than any sport that ever 
traveled for “greenhorns.” Murat Halstead 
and Sam Bowles cau beat tho world at the 
game of “ old sledge.” Parke Godwin has 
no rival at a game of “whiskey poker.” 
Charley Dana, with “ a pair of deuces,” will 
“ bluff” any new comer with “ two pair,” 
and sweep the board. 
The editor of the 
Times is no account as a “ poker’’-player 
with these “ experts.”

A P a i d f i r e D e p a r t m e n t . 
When a city form of government was pro­ 
posed for the villages of Kingston, Kondout 
and Wilbur, it was urged as one very strong 
and special reason for tho uuiou that there 
would be a great saving iii expense. 
Iii a 
large degree this promise has been fulfilled, 
the economy lit keeping the poor alone justi­ 
fying the change. 
But in one respect we are going from bad 
to worse, ami at a very rapid rate, despite 
the earnest and zealous efforts of (rue friends 
of economy. 
The Fire Department is be­ 
coming more and more a heavy burden, aud 
its members more and more rapacious upon 
the city treasury. 
Almost every night proi*o- 
sitions are made in the Commou Council to 
buy this or that for the Departmeul, and the 
ex|>enditure mounts up in geometrical pro­ 
gression. 
lf one hose company has received 
a bauble, theu t ie uext must have one, and if 
an engine company obtains a grant,then every 
engiuc company wants one. 
That this is no 
trifling m atter our readers can easily perceive 
when they look at the expenditures for only 
one year. 
From April 25tb, 1873, to April 
17th, 1874, the Department cost $9,279.98, 
while in May, bills of $1,282.52 were paid. 
In 
addition to this $1,200 was voted to Wiltwyck 
Hose Company. 
There were also oilier ex­ 
penditures, but we have not the items. 
But 
it is quite safe to say the Department has cost 
in fourteen months over $12,500. 
During the 
first municipalyear the expenditure was $3,- 
181.74, showing that there is nu increase ut 
the rate of over $9,000 per annum. 
Under 
the present system one end of the city is 
played od against the other, one tire company 
against another, until it has become a regular 
system of grab. 
There is but one way out of this—a Raid 
Fire Department. 
We are glad lo note that 
many of our most influential citizens are 
strongly in favor of Hie substitution of a Paid 
for a Voluntary department, and it is being 
strongly urged by llipro. 
There can I* no 
doubt there will be a decided saving by the 
adoption of the paid system. 
Independent of the economical feature,there 
are other strong reasons for the substitution. 
There is an immense and costly waste of time 
in the present mode of extinguishing fires. 
At present an engine scarcely ever gets a 
stream u|>ou a tire under ten minutes from the 
time of alarm, and in the night time this |*e- 
riod of waiting is frequently much greater.

Thoso first moments lost aru the 
most valuable, and in many cases heavy toss 
is occasioned I > the failure to get a stream 
on the building early. 
Uuder a paid system, 
men, horses and engines are iu constant read­ 
iness. and a tap of the bell scuds them to 
their work. 
We urge upou the Common Council the 
adoptiou of this system, being confident it 
will effect great economy lo municipal ex­ 
penses, besides saving much 
property by 
greater promptness aud efficiency on the part 
of the Department.

The President has sent in to the Senate the 
name of General Benjamin JI. Bristow of 
Kentucky for Secretary of the Treasury.

General Bristow, has an excellent record both 
as a soldier and as a publicist in the office of 
Solicitor General, in which position he suc­ 
ceeded Williams. He takes the mo3t import­ 
ant trust under the government at a time of 
peculiar financial ¿embarrassment, and will 
need the support of honest men of all shades 
of political faith. He has brains and honor; 
good luck be with him.

“ Csesarism ” then, ctyne so soon to the hum­ 
ble use of stopping a hole to keep the wind 
away ? 
The British House of Commons has in­ 
creased Minister Thornton’s salary. 
Which 
wa3 a proper thing to do; but Mr. Wolff; a 
member, talked like a very sore and silty soul 
when he suggested that the H’Americans 
would think that England was ‘‘tumbling’' to 
us in respect to the Treaty of Washington if 
they helped Mr. Thornton to keep house .de­ 
cently iu this couutry. Oh, John, John, don’t 
deceive yourself with the idea that we have 
nothing else to do but swing our hats over the 
result of that ancient dispute. If you will 
keep quiet, we shall forget all about it in a 
year or two more. We should mention that 
Wolfl' was voted down and the salary wa9 
voted up. Which, as we said, was right. 


The mental condition of Stale Treasurer 
Raines ba3 induced Governor Dix to appoint 
Abraham Lansing of Albany, to the tempo­ 
rary performance of the duties of the posi­ 
tion. Not doubting that the pro iem ap­ 
pointment made by the Governor will meet 
with genera! favor, we, nevertheless, hope 
soon to see Mr. Raines back in his place.— 
We take occasion again to congratulate him 
and his friends upou the fact that no taint at­ 
taches to his name from the recent investiga­ 
tions. Iu an age of official untrustworthiness, 
he stands uncontamiualed with suspicion of 
abusing his charge. 
Entire disconnection 
from the worries of public life will afford op­ 
portunity for Mr. Raines’ mind to recover its 
balance, and under Dr. Gray’s care there is 
everything to hope. 


Dawes has “ shaved off his whiskers and 
now wears his moustache only;" so saith 
some keen observer who noticed the change 
from liÍ3 perch in the gallery of the House. 
Well, what of it ? Barbers must live as well as 
revenue collectors, and all hirsute descendants 
of Esau are the natural enemies of barbers and 
razor-manufacturers. The cutlery trade is dull 
and razors, which are a part of its crop, would 
be dull too wero there no cheeks and chins for 
their glittering edges to reap. “ Shaved oil 
his whiskers,” says Jenkins.

Who 
knows but that he has presented them to some 
public-spirited lady whom he respects and who 
had more need of them on her head than 
Dawes had on his face? If such a supposition 
be preposterous and they have gone among 
what Shakspeare calls the “ hairy nothings,” 
is not the presence in Congress of a counte­ 
nance that scorns concealment, more than a 
compensation to mankind for whatever dam­ 
age the I033 may be in the opinion of the re­ 
porter? “ Wears his mustache” ouly, indeed! 
It take3 a man to raise a mustache worthy the 
name—one that really has a “ local -habita­ 
tion ” and is not of the “ stufl dreams are 
made of”—a delusion aud a snare. Dawes is 
a man without reproach, and the state that 
keeps him in the House dou’t, we are sure, 
care a cake of Yankee Soap how he marks 
out bis facial garden so long as he dou’t squint 
like Butler. 


A G rowl. 
All decent literature is presumed to have 
been produced for the enlightenment and en 
tertainment of the reading world. Therefore 
the les3 good books are called upon tc carry 
extraneous loads, the belter. We, in common 
with thousands of others who keeuly enjoy a 
well-written, pithy, pointed book, entertain a 
healthy horror of a quarrel about its author­ 
ship. Especially when the dispute is full of 
the very ichor of-the meanest of human pas­ 
sions—intense vanity and self-love. If matters 
could be so arranged as to compel all publica­ 
tions to be anonymous aud still leave the same 
chance of profit to the author, it might be an 
improvement to be desired. We labor under 
an excess of signatures, patentees, discoverers 
aud explorers iu every department of work 
and endeavor. That fellow, Stanley, arms him­ 
self with ten pounds of the sulphate of quinine 
and the authority of Bennett, Jr., and sallies 
into the tiger-haunted, snake-sown jungles of 
Africa in quest of the iost Livingstone. In 
the course of uncouscious time becomes hack, 
takes the biggest fog-horn the Herald office 
can furnish and bloW3 us a blast which is one 
part Livingstone and ninety-nine parts Stan­ 
ley. We are led to quote the old school-day 
extract from Scott's Marmiou: 
The war which for a space did fail 
Now trebly thundering tills the gale 
And Stanley was the cry. 
The courageous, indomitable adventurer, 
whom no fever could consume nor any bone- 
smashing anaconda squeeze to death, is the 
hero of a flitting hour. He is dined, wined 
and toasted until poor Livingstone is nowhere 
beside the freshly frescoed fame of the short­ 
lived humbug who intruded unbidden upon his 
solitude and rudely disturbed his meditations. 
A copy of the Herald containing a complete 
account of the ovation received by Stanley, 
was sent to the Doctor in the wilds of the 
tropics; the old man read it and immediately 
died. To use a favorite reportorial phrase, 
“ comment is unnecessary.” Somebody by 
the holp ofHlie nine regularly ordained muses 
and whatever other tuneful powers felt dis­ 
posed to contiibute, wrote and printed a few 
bunches of doleful rhyme yclept “ Beautiful 
Snow.” We read them aud were engaged 
in mopping our 
tear-beguttered 
face 
with a cotton handkerchief, when the row 
about the fatherhood (or motherhood) of that 
poem broko out. Fiercely it raged. Epithets 
of the most un-Christian character flew around 
between the mob of claimants, who were each 
ready to swear that ho or she had had the 
manuscript of that string of verses in his or 
her trunk for years, and could bring a regi­ 
ment of witnesses to prove the statement. 
What with the lightning aud hail of the tem­ 
pest and our total helplessuess to escape beiu 
Interested in It, we forgot the dissolving pathos 
ef the poem, got mad and internally wished the 
whole thing—its authors, abettors and all— 
where thermometers are iu vain and no snow 
ever falls. 
Yesterday we were delighted to see by an 
exchange that a near relative of one of the 
authors of " Beautiful Snow ” was dead—his 
mother, if we remember rightly. But, oh 1 
what a pity that she didn’t die sooner, much 
sooner—in fact, before her gifted son was 
born. We should have been favored with the 
poem all the same, and cursed with one less 
claimant for the honor of producing It. The 
Almighty (we speak R reverently) is a good 
deal of an author in his way although be 
don’t make many books, and what if He 
should take a notion to scribble bis name on 


every thing of beauty be creates to be a joy 
forever! Why, all creation would look like an 
immense patent office, and a million Yankees 
wonld rush into the arena and dispute with 
the Infinite the priority of invention. Thank 
mercy 1 He is too wise for that and in no sort 
of a liurry to be invited to a reception or a 
complimentary dinner, or any sucb tedious 
mulual-admiration bore. If there had been 
no more than a dozen half-drowned chaps on 
the top of Mt. Ararat when Noah lauded 
there, we have no mortal doubt he would have 
expected and they would have tendered him,a 
3sh supper in recognition of his wonderful 
success as a navigator on the highest seas 
known to the geography. As it was, he set 
up a church and made himself Bishop thereof 
without delay. What we are growling about 
is this: there is too much blow, too much 
brag, too much diseased covetousness of pub­ 
licity and adulation in this contemptible, one- 
horse planet.

REGULAR DISPATCHES TO DAIRY EKE KM AN 


A Paid Fire Departm ent. 
When a city form of government was pro­ 
posed for the villages of Kingston, Rondout 
and Wilbur, it was urged as one very strong 
and special reason for the union that there 
wuultl be a groat saving iu expense. In a 
large degree this promise has been fulfilled, 
the economy in keeping the poor alone justi­ 
fying the change. 
But in one respect we are going from bad 
to worse, and at a very rapid rate, despite 
the earnest and zealou3 efforts of true friends 
of ecouomy. The Fire Department ¡3 be­ 
coming more and more a heavy burden, aud 
its members more and inore rapacious upon 
the city treasury. Almost every night propo­ 
sitions are made in the Commou Council to 
buy this or that for the Department, and the 
expenditure mounts up in geometrical pro­ 
gression. If one hose company has received 
a bauble, then t ie uext must have one, and if 
an engine company obtains a grant, then every 
engiue company wants one. That this i3 no 
trifling matter our readers can easily perceive 
when they look at the expenditures for only 
one year. From April 25th, 1873, to April 
17tb, 1871, the Department cost $9,279.98, 
while in May, bills of $1,282.52 were paid. In 
addition to this $1,200 was voted to Wiltwyck 
Hose Company. There wero also oilier ex­ 
penditures, but we have not the items. But 
it is quite safe to say the Department has cost 
in fourteen months over $12,500. During the 
first municipal year the expenditure was $3,- 
181.74, showing that there is an increase at 
the rate of over $9,000 per annum. 
Under 
the present system one end of the city is 
played of! against the other, one tire company 
against another, until it has become a regular 
system of grab. 
There is but one way out of this—a Paid 
Fire Department. We are glad to note that 
many of our most influential citizens are 
strongly in favor of the substitution of a Paid 
for a Voluntary department, aud it is being 
strongly urged by them. 
There can l>e no 
doubt there will be a decided saving by the 
adoption of the paid system. 
Independent of the economical feature, there 
are other strong reasons for the substitution. 
There is an immense and costly waste of time 
in the present mode of extinguishing fires. 
At present an engine scarcely ever gets a 
stream upon a fire under ten minutes from the 
time of alarm, and in the night time this pe­ 
riod of waiting is frequently much greater. 
This statement ¡3 not a reflection upon the 
personnel of the Department, but instances a 
fact inseparable from a voluntary system. The 
men are widely scattered, aud it is a simple 
Impossibility for them to get on the ground 
in season. Those flr3t moments lost aro the 
most valuable, and in many cases heavy loss 
is occasioned Iy the failure to get a slream 
on the building early. Under a paid system, 
men, horses and engines are in constant read­ 
iness, and a tap of the bell sends them to 
their work. 
. 
We urge upou the Commou Council the 
adoptiou of this system, being confident it 
will effect great economy in municipal ex­ 
penses, besides saving much property by 
greater promptness and efficiency on the part 
of the Department.

—Refrigerator cars with ice are beiug run 
by the Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburgh Rail­ 
road for the transportation of butter, cheese, 
eggs and fresh meats, from all yoints on the 
road to Boston and New York. The refrige­ 
rator cars willl be furnished any week day for 
full car loads, by giving the slatiou agent one 
clay’s notice. 
—The big steam hammer at the Royal Ar. 
senal at Woolwich has a falling power of forty 
tons, and is driven by steam from the top.

FOREIG N. 
GREAT BRITAIN. 
Derby Day. 
London, June 2.—In the House of Commons 
to-night there was the usual motion to adjourn 
over Derby Day. Sir Wilfred Lawson opposed 
an adjournment, but the motion was carried— 
243 yeas to 69 najs. 
Those A labam a Claim s. 
George Anderson, member from Glasgow, 
called attention to tbe losses of British sub­ 
jects through the escape of the Alabama and 
other causes. He complained of the high­ 
handed manner in which the late government 
had prevented timely criticism of the treaty of 
Washington. There were throe classes of 
British subjects who deserved compensation: 
First, residents in the southern confederacy 
who lost their property through the inability 
of the United States to enforce the laws; 
second, those whose property was destroyed 
after Lee’s surrender; third, owners of goods 
on board prizes of the Confederate cruisers. 
He believed the United State were willing to 
recoguize these claims. 
Mr. Anderson then moved that in the opin- 
on of the House it was wrong that individu­ 
als should suffer severe loss through national 
wrong-doing; that as England lias been ad­ 
judicated at fault in permitting the escape of 
the Alabama, and had compensated Ameri­ 
cans for losses incurred thereby, similar com­ 
pensation is due to British sufferers from the 
same causes. 
Mr. Burke, Under Secretary for the Foreign 
Department, replying, decliued to enter upon 
a discussion of the merits of the treaty or 
Washington. The Joint Iligh Commissioners 
had decided that the United States govern­ 
ment was not responsible for the acts of the 
rebels,and that government had agreed to ap­ 
point a commission to examine claims for 
losses arising after Lee’s surrender. He hoped 
the subject before the House would not be 
pressed. The motion was then negatived. 
Alt Attack by the ('artist*. 
London, June 3—3 a. m.— Dispatches from 
San Sebastan report that the town has been 
attacked by Carlists in force and is in a criti­ 
cal situation. Men-of-war bave been scut to 
protect foreign residents. Reinforcements for 
the garrison are hastening from the interior. 
Extcuülre Floods iu Austria. 
London, Juuc3—5 a. m.—A special dispatch 
from Vienna to the Standard reports exten­ 
sive inundations in the province ofBunataand 
elsewhere. In Hungary villages have been 
swept away. 
t'KANCE. 
A Lively Tim e iu the Assem bly. 
P aris, June 2.—In the Assembly to-day the 
general election bill was taken up and a stormy 
debate followed. M. Brisson, a Radical, in 
the course of a bitter speech taunted the Bo- 
napartists with leading France to Sedun. 
A 
scene of wild excitement ensued, aud at one 
time some of the Deputies almost came to 
blows. 
Gambetta delivered a speech at Auxerre to­ 
day. He made a comprehensive statement of 
the position of the republican party, and de­ 
clared the progress it had made was owing to 
its admirable organization. 
He predicted 
that the final struggle would be between re­ 
publicanism and Bonapartism. He severely 
denounced the conduct of the Bonapartisls 
and concluded with an earnest and eloquent 
appeal to the Liberals to unite iu tbe work of 
consolidating the republic. Gambetta’s au­ 
dience numbered about 500,and included many 
members of the Assembly aud several Mayors 
who wero dismissed by the late government. 
Debate in the Assembly on the electoral 
bill will be continued to-morrow, when Ledru 
Rollin will speak against the measure. M. 
Brisson, in his speech to-day, solemnly warned 
the Chamber that the adoption of I he bill 
wonld lead to a revolution or a plebiscitum.

Paris, June 2.—It is reported here on good 
authority that Marshal Sprrauo will soon order 
a general election in Spain, and if the monar­ 
chists are in a majority lie will propose the 
enthronement of the Prince of the Asluras 
under his own regeucy.

Brussels, June 2.—A congress to consider 
the subject of international rights in time of 
war will convene in this city on the 27th of 
July next. 
TIIK PRESBYTERIANS. 
An Fvanion of the W oman Question. 
St. Lours, June 2.—The Presbyterian Gen­ 
eral Assembly adopted a resolution express­ 
ing regret for the great evil of intemperance 
and urging unity of action against it, but not 
preteuding it to be an expression of the As­ 
sembly. The woman question theu came up 
as special order business. A resolution that 
the Assembly expresses no opinion as to the 
scriptural view of woman’s right to speak or 
pray in social prayer meetings aud commits 
the whole subject to the discretion of pastors 
and elders of churches, was adopted by a vote 
of 211 to 84. The committee appointed at 
the last General Assembly to consider the 
appointment of a new and final Court of 
Appeals reported in favor of a court of 18, 
composed of 9 ministers and 9 ruling elders, 
who shall hear aud decide all questions, ex­ 
cept questions of doctrine. A paper protest­ 
ing against such court was received from the 
Synod of Búllalo. Both the report and re­ 
monstrance were laid over for another year.

Im prisonm ent for Fife. 
Little V alley, N. Y., June 2.—William 
Boorne, aged 15, indicted at the last Court of 
Oyer and Terminer in this county for the mur­ 
der of his step-father, Caleb Oman?, by chop­ 
ping him to pieces with an axe atSteamburgh 
iu January last, to-day wilhdrcw his plea of 
not guilty and plead guilty of murder iu the 
second degree. Judge Barker sentenced him 
to imprisonment at Auburn prison for life. 
The murder was committed while both parties 
were intoxicated. Boorno received his sen­ 
tence witli the utmost indifference. 


OF POSITION TO SECRET SOCIETIES. 
Conference of its Adherent*. 
Syracuse, Juue 2.—The National Christian 
Association Opposed to Secret Societies met 
at 8 o’clock to-night in Shakespeare Hall. 
Two hundred and fifty delegates, representing 
fifteen states, are already reported and arrivals 
are largo by each incoming train. All tbe 
northwestern states are represented. The 
personnel of the convention is of a very high 
order, it being composed of able and earnest 
ministers and laymen of several denomina­ 
tions, whose discipline discountenances any 
form oí secrecy in religious or worldly matters. 
Tbe addresses to-night were in the nature of 
exhortations and were by Dr. Livingston of 
Michigan, Rev. Mr. Roberts of Rochester, Rev. 
Mr. Matthews of Brooklyn and Prof. C. A. 
Blanchard of Illinois. The programme for to­ 
morrow includes reports of committees for the 
morning session, addresses by Bishop Weaver 
and others for the afternoon session and an 
address at the evening session by C. W. 
Greene of Indiana upon the Grange and its 
relation to American principles.

The Currency Prlutiug D ifficulty. 
W asuinoton, Juue 2.—During considera­ 
tion of the currency printing question before 
tho Committee on Banking and Currency 
to-day Hubbard, of counsel for tbe New York 
bank note printing companies, said the secret 
process of printing currency in the govern­ 
ment printing bureau, which the bureau 
claimed as a preventative against counterfeit­ 
ing. was nothing more than a bath of castile 
soap and animal glue, and that persons em­ 
ployed in the bureau had given representa­ 
tives of these companies information that the 
process was a humbug. 
Assistant Secretary Sawyer said if these 
employees of the government knew this 
secret process was a humbug they should 
have so stated to the head of the Depart­ 
ment, instead of volunteering information lo 
outside hostile parties. If they knew it to be 
a humbug and did not so inform the proper 
authority they should be discharged for neg­ 
lect of duty. 
Mr. Maynard, Chairman of the committee, 
thought as persous in the department volunta­ 
rily gave information repeated by counsel 
for the bank note printing companies they 
should have no objection to appearing before 
the committee aud makiiig their statement. 
Mr. Hubbard, in reply to the demand by 
several members of the committee for the 
names of the informant?, said lie was not at 
liberty to give them, but the committee could 
summon witnesses from the bureau to prove 
whether the statements were true, lie further 
said these informants were not experts. 
The 
committee took no action on the subject and 
adjourned till to-morrow. 
The R egulation of Commerce. 
The substitute reported by Senator Wiu- 
dom, from the Transportation Committee, for 
the House bill to regulate commerce among 
the several states provides that every railroad 
extending into or through two or more states 
and employed in carrying freights between 
points in different states or to or from any 
foreign country, whether owned and operated 
by one or by several corporations or persons, 
shall keep posted in each of its stations and 
depots a full classification of freighls and 
charges per mile for every distance for which 
it receives freight for transportation, and the 
rates so established and posted shall 
be the' lawful rates it shall charge 
iu every case except for 
government 
transportation and for charitable purposes-so 
long as said schedules remain unchanged; 
thirty days' notice must be given of any in­ 
tended cbauge of schedule rates. The bill 
prohibitsanv and all discriminations in charges 
for like services performed for different ship­ 
pers, or any discriminations in the delivery of 
freight, except according to priority of ship­ 
ment. It is also provided that a railroad com­ 
pany receiving freight for transportation over 
other roads in addition to its own line shall be 
responsible to the shipper for the safe delivery 
of freight at its destination. 
Each violation 
of any of the foregoing provisions is to be 
punished by a tine of not less than $500 nor 
more than $5,000. 
B ristow U nanim ously Confirm ed—A 
Close Share for K icliardson. 
Washington, June 2.—When the Senate 
went into executive session this afternoon a 
unanimous report was made from the Com­ 
mittee on Finance recommending the con 
firmation of Gen. Bristow as Secretary of the 
Treasury in place of Richardson, resigned. 
The Senate without hesitation unanimously 
confirmed tho nomination; not so, however, 
with regard to the nomination of Mr. Rich­ 
ardson to be Judge of the Court of Claims, 
which was not reported back unanimously 
from the Committee on Judiciary. 
Durin 
forty minutes of the session views were in­ 
terchanged by Senators rather in a conversa 
tional way than by debate, the Democrats 
basing their opposition lo the nominee on the 
report of the Committee of Ways and Means 
and the accompanying testimony iu the 
Sanborn case having reference to him. 
With 
this 
exception 
no 
question 
arose as to his fitness for the judge­ 
ship. But little was said on the Republican 
side, certaiüly no formal defence of his con­ 
duct In the matter of the Sanborn contracts. 
Finally when the question was taken on ad­ 
vising and consenting to the nomination a 
number of Republican Senators iu their sea'.s 
declined to vote. A sufficient number of them, 
however, did so to carry the confirmation by 
a small majority. If those who opposed nom­ 
ination by failing to respond to their names 
had voted in the negative, the nomination 
would have been rejected. The Senate had 
been canvassed by tbe friends of Richardson 
a week before bis nomination was transmitted, 
when it appeared that the confirmation could 
be secured, though by a small majority. Mass­ 
achusetts has now two Judges on the bench 
of the Court of Claims—Messrs. Loring and 
Richardson. 
Change in the Custom* R egulation*. 
General Wm. Wells, Collector of Customs 
of Burlington, Vermont, and liis deputy, Mr. 
Arthur, have effected a change in the customs 
regulations of the Treasury Department gov 
eruiug trade between Canada and the United 
States so that Canadian merchandise can be 
entered under a combined entry at Island 
Pond for exportation by way of either Port­ 
land or Boston. Other important changes 
have been effected relative to the entry of 
merchandise at the frontier. 


\VHOLE3AI. 1C DISCHARGE OF 1*11 IN- 
ONERS. 
M asked Burglar* at TVc*t l’oint 
P oughkeepsie, June 2. -Thirty male arid 
five female prisoners were discharged from 
Sing Sing prison to-day, tliia being the first 
batch released under the new commutation 
law. Among the malo3 was Jerry Dunn, who 
killed Logan of New York city. Others will 
be discharged at the rate of thirty per day till 
the legal number of 150 is reached. 
The office of Paulding, Kemble & Co., at 
the West Point foundry was entered by masked 
burglars at 2 o'clock this morning. They 
bound and gagged the watchman, blew the 
safe open with powder and stole $4,950. A 
young man named Woodliull was arrested j on 
suspicion.

So far trains have boen moved by 
using conductors as brakemen, but at Bloom­ 
ington to-day a large number of strikers gath­ 
ered at the depot and around the yards and 
refused to permit any trains to be made up. 
The dispatch says it is quite possible that a 
general suspension of basiness on the road 
may be caused by the strike.

Grand Lodge F. A A. M. 
Tho annual meeting of I lie Grand Lodge of 
Masons of the State of New York begau 
to-day.

The proceedings opened with a 
procession of the Grand officers conducted 
by Grand Marshal Charles Roonce, and some 
very tine singing by the members of St. Cecil 
Lodge.

THE MORMONS. 
Mr. POLAND closed the debate and de­ 
clared as an undeniable fact that the Mormons 
were as hostile to the government as any por­ 
tion of the people of the soutli had been iu 
the darkest hour of the rebellion. 
Twelve 
yeat’3 ago Congress bad passed a bill making 
polygamy a crime in all tho territories. 
Did 
the delegate from Utah pretend that the law 
had been obeyed ? did he not kuow that it 
had beeu openly and unbiusliingly disobeyed ? 
Mr. CANNON remarked that with a United 
States Judge, District Attorneys and Marshals 
in Utah the people were not to blame if the 
law had not been enforced. 
Mr. POLAND said that was no answer to 
his inquiry. Everybody knew that the law had 
been openly and avowedly disobeyed. Why 
had no man been prosecuted for the very 
name of such a bill as that before the House ? 
Every United States officer in that territory 
knew perfectly well the absurdity of trying 
anybody for polygamy before twelve unblush 
ing and miserable polygamists. The question 
now came before Congress whether it would 
open courts and provide machinery by which 
the law couid be set in motion, or whether it 
would suffer tlie disgrace of having its own 
law disobeyed by the people openly and 
avowedly. Congress should either repeal that 
law or provide some kind of legal machinery 
by which it could be enforced. 
Delate closed and the House proceeded to 
vole on the bill and amendment.

As tins noted criminal now confined iu our 
jail and the various members of the gang to 
which he belonged have received considerable 
attention of late, we think it will be Interest­ 
ing to our readers to furnish them with a 
sketch of some of his crim es’ 


Just before the war broke out tho Lawless 
family were brought into repute by Mike’s 
brother “ Christy," who al that time com­ 
mitted one of the most cowardly and unpro­ 
voked murders in the town of Saugerties 
(at which place the family then and now re­ 
side) which the criminal records have ever 
shown. 
He took a double-barreled shot-gun 
and marched out to the quarries back of the 
village of Saugerties, where he found a man 
whoje name we do not learn, but who was 
wellknown in Saugerties, whom “ Christy" 
imagined bad given him some slight offence. 
Coming up to where his victim was at work, 
be told him that he would give bim two min­ 
utes to prepare for death. 
The man fell upon 
bls knees aud flogged that he might be spared. 
At the end of the two minutes ‘'C hristy” de­ 
liberately raised his gun to his shoulder and 
shot the |roor man dead. 
“ Christy ” es 
caped, and although the authorities offered a 
large reward lie was never captured. 
Had lie 
been caught he would have no doubt been 
lynched. 


The escape of “ C hristy” undoubtedly 
helped the ruin of “ Mike;" for had “ Chris­ 
ty ” been caught and hung, “ Mike," through 
fear, for he is a great coward at heart, would 
probably not have hecome so reckless in the 
commission of crime. 
Soon after the murder 
“ Mike ’’ took to boating between Albany and 
New York. 
Not long after that he attempted 
to kill a man in Albany, besides committing 
various other offences, aud it became too bot 
for him there. 
He came home, and was con­ 
cealed a long time at his mother's, who kept 
a small grocery in Saugerties. 
After a while 
bis Albany affair blew over, aDd he again 
made his appearance on the streets. 
His 
street fights and brawls were the order of the 
day, and as fast a3 he was arrested he would 
be baited by his brother-in-law, one Taylor of 
Saugerties. At ditlerent times stores and olh 
er places would be robbed, and although he 
was suspected, as was also his pal and con­ 
federate, known as “ W es" Shears of Sauger­ 
ties, yet they never could procure enough evi­ 
dence to hold them. 
Ile alrout this time con­ 
ceived a violent hatred toward the “ old wo­ 
m an,'’ his mother, because site favored his 
brother 
“ Tom ** 
more 
than 
abe 
did 
him, and 
left 
ber. 
By 
this 
time, thro’ 
his 
roblieries, 
he 
had 
accumulated 
enough to build himself a small bouse at Glas­ 
co to bo UMd for a gin-tuill. 
After having 
one or two pretty serious tights he concluded 
that it was time to dig oui from there. 
Ha 
looked around for a purchaser of his home, 
but not finding any he applied to Freligh A 
Son of Saugerties for $1,009 insurance, which 
he obtained. 
A short time after at night 
the house burned; “ M ike’’ wa* in New York 
(!). 
The uight it burned a Readout livery 
rig was seen tied near Mike’s house -after the 
tiro broke out it disappeared, 
The next day 
“ Mike " telegraphed to his friends from New 
York that he was there but was sick. 
Per­ 
haps he caught cold ou his midnight ride. 
*• Mike " received the $1,000. 
The company 
did not dare to withhold it, aud he was again 
in Saugerties. 
He now leased abasem ent on 
Partition street, just below the Phoenix Hotel, 
for a "ginnery "which became,from that time 
until “ Mike’s ” flight, the sorest spot the vil­ 
lage of Saugerties ever had. 
Midnight fires 
began to rage in Saugerties, aud nearly every 
one could be traced to his rum-bole. “ Mike ” 
haled his mother and Lorenz Loerzel, the 
brewer. 
His mother’s shanty and Loerzel’s 
buildings adjoined one another. 
One Decem­

fire. 
It was entirely destroyed, involving a 
loss of some $30,000. 
His mother’s little 
building was also burned. 
‘ Mike” in bis 
rutn-holo laughed at theta (luting the tiro. 
It 
Infante known that “ Mike ” did it, but none 
dared to move against him at that time. 


Just before that he knocked down and 
robbed, at night, a Saugerties jeweler, named 
Uolsche, ot his watch and chain. 
For this, 
strange to say, he was arrested, indicted and 
tried. 
Just before the trial commenced 
Uolsche was drugged 
and the man who 
drugge I him afterwards received ten dol­ 
lars. 
This 
accounts for 
Holacbe’s 
ec­ 
centric conduct OU the stand that day, which 
many attributed to drunkenness. 
Mike again 
esca|>cd. 
For some fancied insult he paid his 
compliments about this time to bis neighbor, 
Wm. V'. B. Phelps, by shaving of! the mane 
and tail of a valuable horse,'th u s disfiguring 
him ironnanently. 
Ha also robbed a New 
York lawyer, who was on a visit to Sauger­ 
ties, of a $150 watch and chain. 
Mike 
was 
arrested, 
and 
held 
to 
bail, 
but 
the New Yorker is afraid to appear. 
A little 
over a year ago he deliberately shot a man 
named Freligh at Saugerties, without cause 
or provocation. 
The bullet entered Freligb’s 
side, but through good treatm ent be finally 
partially recovered. 
Mike’s intention was to 
kill; he ihot several times, but Freligh escairod 
by running. 
Mike was arrested for this, was 
bailed and jumped his bail, which was forfeit­ 
ed. 
One of the worst robberies he has ever 
undertaken was that of last fall, whcu he at­ 
tempted to rob a poor German widow named 
“ Doty,” living alone below Martin’s Hotel in 
the town of Saugerties. On the day of this 
attem pt Mike's brother Tom purchased $59 
worth of hay from this woman, 
That night 
alrout 12 o’clock Mike and another person 
knocked at her door, and demanded admit­ 
tance. 
Not beiug admitted they broke in the 
door and demanded $50. 
This abe refused to 
ive up, when they immediately commenced 
searching the house. They cut up bed-clotbes, 
clothing,aud destroyed the furniture in so u rc ­ 
ing the house. 
Not beiug able to find the 
money they again demanded it of ber; she re­ 
fusing they set upon her and she was beuten 
in a terrible manner. 
They then left. 
The 
neighbors found the old woman the next day, 
uud for a long while she lingered between life 
and death, 
lier lace was beaten to a jelly, 
and abe was otherwise badly Injured. 
She 
fully recognized Mike and be was arrested, 
aod he is also indicted for this offence. 
It is 
known that in this case, as well us all the 
other cases, the Lawless family are constantly 
ut work trying to settle aud thus prevent the 
trial of Mike. 
Ile committed numerous other 
offences 
at 
this 
time, 
but 
we 
will 
pass ou to 
the 
more 
important 
ones. 
When Den. Brady, one of the gang of 
masked burglars, who was lately sent to the 
state prison for twenty years by Judge West­ 
brook al Catskill, for the Post robbery, lived 
in Saugerties he and Mike were Intimate 
friends. 
Brady afterwards went to New York 
to live, and Mike, through him, was introduced 
and became one of the masked robbers. Their 
plans to rob ditlerent places are so well-known 
that it is unnecessary to apeak of them now. 
Mike att J another went into the Legg robbery 
at Saugerties, and got some $600. 
There is 
evidence enough against him in this case to 
seud him up, tba only difficulty beiug that old 
Mr. Legg got it into his head that it was two 
other persons and he had them arrested. They 
easily proved an alibi, aud were discharged. 
Ile was also one of the robbers at the house 
of Mr. Baehr in Saugerties. 
For this he lias 
been fully identified and indicted. They did 
not succeed in getting anything from Mr. 
Baehr, but (bat night a store directly opposite 
on the other side of the Hudson was robbed. 
That he was one of the Post robbers is well 
understood. 
AU his movements on the day 
of that robbery are known; and we will here 
mention a fact which is not generally known. 
It is this: the Post family, who were called to 
New York to see if they could Identify Mike, 
did recognize him, although they pretended 
they did not at the time. Many persons would 
have dime the saute uuder the circumstances. 


The reasons for this course was the uuwarrant 
cd abuse heaped upon their family by the 
prisoner's counsel in the Brady trial, and the 
groaning and growling of the Greene county 
people at the great expense incurred by thorn 
in that and the Waltz trials. 
“ Shang ” Campion, one of the gang recent 
ly sent to prison front White Plains, tells all 
about Mike’s connection with them in this 
cuse. 
He says there is such a thing as honor 
among thieve?, but that even in such a case 
there is no honor in Mike, because he look 
nosrly all the bonds stolen from the Posts, and 
sold them, and did not divide up with the oth­ 
ers of thogang. 
Mike bad by this time per 
suaded bls confederates that a good haul on 
the two hanks at Saugerties could be accom­ 
plished. So active operations were commenc­ 
ed having this object in view. 
The premises 
were carefully surveyed. 
Cashier Hopkins 
dog was carried off, and the banks were each 
visited by Burns, one of tho Catskill robbers, 
now confined in jail there. The robbers reach­ 
ed Tivoli on the night appointed for the rob 
bery, but could not cross the river on account 
of the ice. 
They gave it up for that night, 
but Milham’s store was robbed at Tivoli in 
stead. 
A change set in about this time; they be­ 
came suspected, uud were watched. 
Hon. 
W. F. Russell, President of The Saugerties 
National Bank, learned of the attempt to rob 
his bank. 
Thus aroused, Mr. Russell left no 
stone unturned to bring the villains to justice. 
Mike this time had a foe not easily to be baffled, 
and be has ore this arrived a t the conclusion 
that people do not fear him quite as much as 
he imagines. 
Mr. Russell bad a first-class 
burglar alarm put in the bank building at a 
cost of $150. 
It is constructed in a very in­ 
genious 
manner, 
pnd 
should 
any 
at 
tempt be mads to enter the bank ait alarm 
would 
be 
given 
at 
once. 
Mike 
now 
began to feel that Saugerties was Incoming 
rather hot for him, so ho fled. 
Although de­ 
tectives and others hunted him, he could not 
be found vntil about two months ago. 
Officer 
Crowley of Saugerties and Detective Lyons of 
New Y'ork caught him on the Bowery in New 
York early one morning. 
Wes Shears was 
with Mike, but ran away. 
On the way to the 
station boose Mike begged Crowley to let him 
get lits revolver to shoot Lyons, hut Crowley 
didn't see it. 
Ile was thus brought to Kings 
ton jail, where be bas been since. 
The family 
have tried in every way to give bail before 
Judge* Westbrook and Lawton, but in each 
case it was refused. 
A short time ago Mike came near escaping. 
Finding that bail would not be taken they 
looked uround for some other way to get hint 
out. 
Two steel burglar saws were taken in 
to him. 
With Hose he had partially sawed 
through the bars. 
He was detected and the 
saws taken from him. 
Wes Shears was In 
Kingston that night with Tom’s (Mike's broth­ 
er) team, ready to start oil as soon a* Mike 
was out. 
Mike married a young girl recently, but ho 
has abused her so she had to leave him. 
It is 
said she called to see him at the lait lately, 
and he there administered a parting rebuke 
to ber in the shape of a severe whipping. 
Several times he lias threatened and attempted 
to kill her. 
The Irish (teople at Saugerties are 
bls especial opponents and desire that the 
community shall lie forever rid of this great 
villain. 
We have not giveu a very full list of his 
crimes, but enough has been said to show Hie 
character of this noted desperado. 
When he 
left his rurnhole in Saugerties he forgot to take 
with bim a box of incendiarist's tools, which 
was found an i has been shown around the 
village. 


T c iu p e r n n r e i n M a r lb o r o u g h . 
They are having lively times in Marlborough 
on Hie temperance question. 
Al the first 
meeting of Hie Board of Excise the temper­ 
ance people asked to be beard, and as the 
number of petitioners wa* several hundred 
they invited the members of the Board over to 
the Methodist Church, where they found be­ 
tween three aad four hundred people assembled. 
and for three hours the temperance people 
rained prayers arid speeches aud entreaties 
upon the excise men. 
One of the Board, 
Justice Woolley, had a hard lime getting 
down the aisle, as there were more than seven 
women laying hold of one man, and at least 
twenty grabbing Meech, telling him they 
would pray for him that his sentiments might 
be changed. 
When the Bourd met again at their regular 
mecting-plaee tho temperance committee fol­ 
lowed them and presented complaints against 
parties asking for licenses. 
The majority of 
the Board were not disjrosed to regard these 
complaints, but a final decision was to be giv­ 
en to-day, Wednesday. 
Meanwhile, the tem­ 
perance jieople have been piling up their evi­ 
dence of violations of license, and will project 
au armful of documents upon the Board. 
The temjierance men don't propose to t ow 
tine their action to the Board of Excise, but 
have already gathered evidence to indict ev­ 
ery liquor dealer in the town, and will appear 
before the Grand Jury next week for that pur­ 
pose. 
Complaints against three rumscllerS 
have already beeu made. 
The temperance 
I>cople seem to be decidedly in earnest, and 
are engaged iu raising $7,000 for the prosecu­ 
tion, with every prospect of roaching that fig­ 
ure. 
One man bas already giveu $300. 
In 
addition to the indictment of the dealers, it is 
also proirosed to Indict the Board of Excise 
for granting licensss to parties who have vio­ 
lated former licenses.

Prof. Drowee has sent to the Treasurer of 
the Agassiz memorial fund $145, the amount 
contributed by the faculty and students of 
the Troy Institute. 


T h e R ea so n fo r Hie P o n c lilio c k ic Sui­ 
cid e. 
It will he remembered that some weeks 
since,Captain Phineas Webster shot himself to 
death iu the cabin or his boat while it was on 
the ways at Gokey’s yard, and the cause of 
the rash deed was a mystery to people here­ 
abouts, as Webster was a man of good char­ 
acter and enjoyed the confidence of his em­ 
ployers, Besides being in comparatively good 
circumstances. 
On Tuesday we learned from 
a gentleman who was well acquainted with 
Webster the reason for bis killing himself. 
Web3ter was in love with a young woman 
whom he desired to marry, but for whom bis 
mother entertained a great dislike, and she 
did everything in her power to prejudice her 
sou against his sweetheart. During the winter 
Webster weut over into Vermont to be nd of 
bis mother’s tirades about the young woman, 
and while there wrote to the lady that if it 
were not for his wishing to make over some per­ 
sonal property to her, he would shoot hhnself 
then. 
ATter returning to hi* home just previ­ 
ous to coming to this place to take charge of 
the boat on board of which he committed the 
fatal deed, he gave the girl the property and 
Wanted her to come here with him and be 
married. 
To this she demurred, as she did 
not wish to euter a family where there existed 
such a cordial dislike for her. 
When Webster 
left be informed the girl he would Bboot him­ 
self, as he didn’t care to live unless she would 
marry him, and how he carried out bis threat 
is well known. 
It is /a id Webster’s mother 
had frequently remarked she would rather fol­ 
low him to his grave than have him marry 
that girl; yet the girl is su’d to be of Irre­ 
proachable character. 


OTIKE LAW LESS. 


A C h ap ter o f C rim e. 


As this noted criminal now conflucd iu our 
jail and the various members oí the gang to 
which he belonged bave received considerable 
attention of late, we think it will be interest­ 
ing to our readers to furnish them with a 
sketch of some of his crim es’ 
Just before the war broke out the Lawless 
family were brought into repute by Mike’s 
brother “ Christy,” who at that lime com­ 
mitted one of the most cowardly and unpro­ 
voked murders in the town of Saugerties 
(at which place the family then and now re­ 
side) which the criminal records have ever 
shown. 
He took a double-barreled shot-gun 
and marched out to the quarries back of the 
village of Saugerties, where he found a man 
whose name we do not learn, bnt who was 
well known io Saugerties, whom “ Christy ” 
imagined bad given him some slight offence. 
Coming up to where his victim was at work, 
he told him that he would give him two min­ 
utes to prepare for death. .The man fell upon 
his knees and begged that he might be spared. 
At the end of the two minutes “ C hristy” de­ 
liberately raised his gun to his shoulder and 
shot the poor man dead. 
“ C hristy” es­ 
caped, and although the authorities offered a 
large reward he was never captured. 
Had he 
been caught he would have no doubt been 
lynched. 


The escape of “ Christy” 
undoubtedly 
helped the ruin of “ Mike;” for had “ Chris­ 
ty ” been caught and hung, “ Mike,” through 
fear, for he is a great coward at heart, would 
probably not have 6ecome so reckless in the 
commission of crime. Soon after the murder 
“ Mike ” took to boating between Albany and 
New York. 
Not long after that he attempted 
to kill a man in Albany, besides committing 
various other offences, and it became too hot 
for him there. 
He came home, and was con­ 
cealed a long time at his mother’s, who kept 
a small grocery in Saugerties. 
After a while 
his Albany affair blew over, and he again 
made his appearance on the streets. 
His 
street fights and brawl3 were the order of the 
day, and as fast as he was arrested he would 
be bailed by his brother-in-law, one Taylor of 
Saugerties. At diflerent times stores and oth­ 
er places would be robbed, and although he 
was suspected, as was also his pal and con­ 
federate, known as “ Wes” Shears of Sauger­ 
ties, yet they never could procure enough evi­ 
dence to hold them. 
He about this time con­ 
ceived a violent hatred toward the “ old wo­ 
m an,” his mother, because sbe favored his 
brother 
“ Tom ” 
more 
than 
she 
did 
him, and 
left 
her. 
By 
this 
time, thro’ 
his 
robberies, 
he 
had 
accumulated 
enough to build himself a small house at Glas­ 
eo to bo used for a gin-mill. 
After having 
one or two pretty serious lights he concluded 
that it was time to dig out from there. 
He 
looked around for a purchaser of his home, 
hut not finding any he applied to Freligh & 
Son of Saugerties for $1,000 insurance, which 
he obtaiued. 
A short time after at night 
the house burned; “ Mike” wa3 in New York 
(?). 
The night it burned a Rondout livery 
rig was seen tied near Mike’s house—after the 
fire broke out it disappeared, 
The next day 
“ Mike” telegraphed to his friends from New 
York that he was there but was sick. 
Per­ 
haps he caught cold on his midnight ride. 
“ Mike” received the $1,000. 
The company 
did not dare to withhold it, and he was again 
in Saugerties. 
He now leased a basement on 
Partition street, just below the Phoenix Hotel, 
for a “ ginnery’’which became,from that time 
until “ Mike’s ” flight, the sorest spot the vil­ 
lage of Saugerties ever had. 
Midnight fires 
began to rage in Saugerties, and nearly every 
one could be traced to his rum-hole. “ Mike ” 
hated his mother and Lorenz Loerzel, the 
brewer. 
His mother’s shanty and Loerzel’s 
buildings adjoined one another. 
One Decem­ 
ber Sunday morning before daylight, Loer­ 
zel’s handsome building was found to be on 
fire. 
It was entirely destroyed, involvmg a 
loss of some $30,000. 
His mother’s little 
building was also burned. 
“ M ike” in his 
rum-hole laughed at them during the fire. 
It 
became known that “ Mike” did it, but none 
dared to move against him at that time. 
Just before tliat he knocked down and 
robbed, at night, a Saugerties jeweler, named 
Holsche, of his watch and chain. 
For tbi3, 
strange to say, he wa3 arrested, indicted and 
tried. 
Just before the trial 
commenced 
Holsche was drugged 
and the man who 
drugge 1 him afterwards received ten dol­ 
lars. 
This 
accounts for 
Holsche’s ec­ 
centric conduct on the stand that day, which 
many attributed to drunkenness. 
Mike again 
escaped. 
For some fancied insult he paid his 
compliments about this time to bis neighbor, 
Wm. V. B. Phelps, by shaving off the mane 
and tail of a valuable horse,'thus disfiguring 
him permanently. 
He also robbed a New 
York lawyer, who was on a visit to Sauger­ 
ties, of a $150 watch and chain. 
Mike 
wa3 
arrested, 
and held 
to 
bail, 
but 
the New Yorker is afraid to appear. 
A little 
over a year ago lie deliberately shot a man 
named Freligh at Saugerties, without cause 
or provocation. 
The bullet entered Freligh’s 
side, but through good treatm ent he finally 
partially recovered. 
Mike’s intention was to 
kill; he shot several times, but Freligh escaped 
by running. 
Mike was arrested for this, was 
bailed and jumped his bail, which was forfeit­ 
ed. 
One of the worst robberies he has ever 
undertaken was that of last fall, when he at­ 
tempted to rob a poor German widow named 
“ Doty,” living alone below Martin’s Hotel in 
the town of Saugerties. On the day of this 
attem pt Mike’s brother Tom purchased $50 
worth of hay from this woman, 
That night 
about 12 o’clock Mike and another person 
knocked at her door, and demanded admit­ 
tance. 
Not being admitted they broke in the 
door and demanded $50. 
This she refused to 
give up, when they immediately commenced 
searching the house. They cut up bed-clothes, 
clothing,aud destroyed the furniture in search­ 
ing the house. 
Not being able to find the 
money they again demanded it of her; she re­ 
fusing they set upon her and she was beaten 
in a terrible manner. 
They then left. 
The 
neighbors found the old woman the next day, 
and for a long while she lingered between life 
and death. 
Her face was beaten to a jelly, 
and she was otherwise badly injured. 
She 
fully recognized Mike and he was arrested, 
and he is also indicted for this offence. 
It is 
known that in this case, as well us all the 
other cases, the Lawless family are constantly 
at work trying to settle and thus prevent the 
trial of Mike. 
He committed numerous other 
offences 
at 
thi3 
time, 
but 
we 
will 
pass on to 
the 
more 
im portant 
ones. 
When Den. Brady, one of the gang of 
masked burglars, who was lately sent to the 
state prison for twenty years by Judge West­ 
brook at Catskill, for the Post robbery, lived 
in .Saugerties he and Mike were intimate 
friends. 
Brady afterwards went to New York 
to live, and Mike, through him, was introduced 
and became one of the masked robbers. Their 
plans to rob diflerent places are so well-known 
that it is unnecessary to speak of them now. 
Mike and another went into the Legg robbery 
at Saugerties, and got Borne $600. 
There is 
evidence enough against him in this case to 
send him up, the only difficulty being that old 
Mr. Legg got it into his head that it was two 
other persons and he had them arrested. They 
easily proved an alibi, and were discharged. 
He was also one of the robbers at the house 
of Mr. Baehr in Saugerties. 
For this he has 
been fully identified and indicted. They did 
not suceced in getting anything from Mr. 
Baehr, but that night a store directly opposite 
on the other side of the Hudson was robbed. 
That he was one of the Post robbers is well 
understood. 
All his movements on the day 
of that robbery are known; and we will here 
mention a fact which is not generally known. 
It is this: the Post family, who were called to 
New York to see if they could identify Mike, 
did recognize him, although they pretended 
they did not at the time. Maay persons would 
have done the same under the circumstances. 


The t eaaous for this course was the unwarrant­ 
ed abuse heaped upon their family by the 
prisoner's counsel in the Brady trial, and the 
groaning and growling of the Greene county 
people at the great expense incurred by them 
in that and the Waltz trials. 
“ Shang ” Campbell, one of the gang recent­ 
ly sent to prison from White Plains, tells all 
about Mike’s connection with them in this 
case. 
He says there is such a thing as honor 
among thieves, but that even in such a case 
there Is no honor in Mike, because he took 
noarly all the bonds stolen from the Posts, and 
sold them, and did not divide up with the oth­ 
ers of theu^ang. 
Mike had by this lime per­ 
suaded his confederates that a good haul on 
the two banks at Saugerties could be accom­ 
plished. So active operations were commenc­ 
ed having this object in view. 
The premises 
were carefully surveyed. 
Cashier Hopkins’ 
dog was carried off, and the banks were each 
visited by Bums, one of the Catskill robbers, 
now confined in jail there. The robbers reach­ 
ed Tivoli on the night appointed for the rob­ 
bery, but could not cross the river on account 
of the ice. 
They gave it up for that night, 
but Milham’s store was robbed at Tivoli in­ 
stead. 
A change set in about this time; they be­ 
came suspected, and wore watched. 
Hon. 
W. F. Russell, President of The Saugerties 
National Bank, learned of the attem pt to rob 
bis bank. 
Thus aroused, Mr. Russell left no 
stone unturned to bring the villains to justice. 
Mike this time had a foe not easily to be baffled, 
and be has ere this arrived a t the conclusion 
that people do not fear him quite as much as 
he imagines. 
Mr. Russell had a first-class 
burglar alarm put in the bank building at a 
cost of $150. 
It is constructed in a very in­ 
genious 
manner, 
¿tnd 
should 
any 
at­ 
tempt be made to enter the bank au alarm 
would 
be 
given 
at 
once. 
Mike 
now 
began to feel that Saugerties was becoming 
rather hot for him, so ho fled. 
Although de­ 
tectives and others hunted him, he could not 
be found until about two months ago. 
Officer 
Crowley of Saugerties and Detective Lyons of 
New York caught him on the Bowery in New 
York early one morning. 
Wes Shears was 
with Mike, but ran away. 
On the way to the 
station honse Mike begged Crowley to let him 
get bis revolver to shoot Lyons, but Crowley 
didn’t see it. 
He was thus brought to Kings­ 
ton jail, where he has been since. 
The family 
have tried in every way to give bail before 
Judges Westbrook and Lawton, but in each 
case it was refused. 
A short time ago Mike came near escaping. 
Finding that bail would not be taken they 
looked around for some other way to get him 
out. 
Two steel burglar saws were taken in 
to bim. 
With ttese he had partially sawed 
through the bars. 
He was detected and the 
saws taken from him. 
Wes Shears was in 
Kingston that night with Tom’s (Mike’sbroth­ 
er) team, ready to start ofl as soon as Mike 
was out. 
Mike married a young girl recently, but ho 
has abused her so she had to leave him. 
It is 
said she called to see him at the jail lately, 
and he there administered a parting rebuke 
to her in the shape of a severe whipping. 
Several times he has threatened and attempted 
to kill her. 
The Irish people at Saugerties are 
his especial opponents and desire that the 
community shall be forever rid of this great 
villain. 
We have not given a very full list of his 
crimes, but enough has been said to show the 
character of this noted desperado. 
When he 
left his rumbóle in Saugerties he forgot to take 
with him a box of incendiarist’s tools, which 
was found and has been shown around the 
village. 


T em p eran ce in M arlb orou gh . 
They are having lively times in Marlborough 
on the temperance question. 
At the first 
meetiug of the Board of Excise the tomper- 
ance people asked to be heard, and as the 
number of petitioners wa3 several hundred 
they invited the members of the Board over to 
the Methodist Church, where they found be­ 
tween three and four huudred people assembled, 
and for three hour3 the temperance people 
rained prayers and speeches and entreaties 
upon the excise men. 
One of the Board, 
Justice Woolsey, had a hard time getting 
down the aisle, as thero were more than seven 
women laying hold of one man, and at least 
twenty grabbing Meech, telling him they 
would pray for him that his sentiments might 
be changed. 
When the Board met again at their regular 
meeting-plaee the temperance committee fol­ 
lowed them and presented complaints against 
parties asking for licenses. 
The majority of 
the Board were not disposed to regard these 
complaints, but a final decision was to be giv­ 
en to-day, Wednesday. 
Meanwhile, the tem­ 
perance people have been piling up their evi­ 
dence of violations of license, and will project 
an armful of documents upon the Board. 
The temperance men don’t propose to cos- 
fine their action to the Board of Excise, but 
have already gathered evidenco to indict ev­ 
ery liquor dealer in the town, and will appear 
before the Grand Jury next week for that pur­ 
pose. 
Complaints against three rumsellerS 
have already been made. 
The temperance 
people seem to be decidedly in earnest, and 
are engaged in raising $7,000 for the prosecu­ 
tion, with every prospect or roaching that fig­ 
ure. 
One man has already given $300. 
In 
addition to the indictment of the dealers, it is 
also proposed to indict the Board of Excise 
for granting licenses to parties who have vio­ 
lated former licenses.
